Terrible Triple Tragedy. 


Los Angeles. Nov. 20. — The dead 


bodies of A. P. 'Wilcox. wife, and two- 
•ear-old son were found in their home 
at Downey, .12 miles from this city, 
All the bodies were horribly mutilated 
and the bloody condition of the prem- 
ises indicated that the murderer or 
murderers hau mot. with a fierce re- 
sistance. Wilcox and his family had 
been shot and then literally cut to 
pieces with a knife. The crime was 
discovered when a neighbor called at 
the house and found the place evident- 
ly abandoned. On forcing the door he 
found tfee dead bodies of the mur- 
dered family stretched out on the 
floor. The womao bad baec shot .while 
carrying a plate from tlie stove to tns 
table. The baby lay in the middle of 
the room, while the riis-embeweiefi 
body of the father was stretched near 
the door.

Two Mefl Fatally Wounded and a 


Number Seriously Injured ia 


an Attack Upon the Fore- 


man's Home. 


Vincennes, led., Nov. 20.—Four hun- 


dred union coal miners froni'-.-TraBhing- 
ton. Canaellsburg, Petersburg, Prince- 
ton and Montgomery .inarched here 
and made an attack upon the non- 
union miners employed .at the Pros- 
pect Hill mines1, near this city. As a 
result two men are fatally" hurt and 
a half dozen more are seriously In- 
jured. 
The union miners (formed at 


the Union station and marched to the 
mines. They asked for the foreman. 
William Scott, and when told that he 
was in bed. said: "All right, we •will 
get him," and started after him, and 
for a short time pandemonium ran. 
in the melee that followed 'Mr. Scott 
and ais family defended themselves 
as best thej- could, but were .power- 
less. 
Scott was badly beaten about 


the head and face, and W. P. Collins, 
an attorney of Washington, a brother 
in-lavr of Scott, who was visiting 
there, sustained injuries that maj 
prove fatal. Five others were terribly 
beaten and the house was partially 
wrecked. 


Only 40 miners arc employed and 


the mine is run on tlie co-operative 
plaa and independently The nwratort 
claim that thev can not pay the union 
scale and run, but say they pay the 
highest price possible, and in some in- 
stances pay more than scale prices. 
They claim to njine from 50 to 60 tons 
a day and thereby are able to giy-- a 
few men employment. There is great 
contusion over the attack and another 
raid is expected. The union miner; 
say they •will force the mine to union- 
ize or close up, but one of the two 
must be done.

Governor Van Sant's Ideas 


Are Being Adopted by Many Other People, and 


Neighboring States May Come to His Aid 


in His Effort to Bring the Question 


to a Final Issue. 


St Paul, Nov. 20.—Governor Van 


Sant has sent a special messenger to 
find Attorney General Douglas in the 
northern Minnesota woods and 
re- 


est him to return to the city so that 


a consulation may be held with re- 
gard to the railway situation. Gover- 
nor Van Saat is determined not ' to 
have a consolidation or combine be- 
tween the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern or. any other competing 
lines ,ln this state. The first step will 
be to learn from the attorney general 
what legal steps are necessary to 
bring the matter to a final issue, and 
that as speedily as possible. 
If At- 


(torney General Dougias requires as- 
sistance, the governor promises to en- 
gage the best legal talent that can b? 
bad, either in this state or outside It, 


The governor has received no tele- 


grams or other, ad vices from, the gov- 
ernors of the neighboring states as 
to what action, ther will take, but it 
is eipected that the fight Aviil be 
taken up -ia all the northwestern. 
sSates. several of which hare laws 
similar to Minnesota, prohibiting the 
consolidation of parallel and 
com^ 


peting lines of railroads. The laws of 
North Dakota, Montana and XVashias- 
ton are said to be identical with, those 
of Minnesota. 


CLOSED ITS DOORS, 


Misunderstanding Precipitates a Dis- 


astrous Run on a Bank. 


Tacoma, Wash.. Nov. 20.—The Met- 


ropolitan bank. P. V. Caesar, presi- 
dent, closed its doors after standing a 
one run. The rtm began as the re- 
sult of a misunderstanding, the small 
depositors believing that a suit filed 
Friday against the receivers of the 
Metropolitan 
Savings bank, which 


failed five days ago, had something to 
do with the present 
Motrop-oiitan 


bank. About $40,000 was withdrawn 
and the bank applied for a receiver. 
Dwight Phelps wss appointed. The 
fact that the school children's savings 
account, amounting, to 512,000, •was.Jn 
the bank, helped to spread the rumor 
started by the suit.
